The Audit Bureau of Circulations, 


Chicago, measures the paid dis- 
tribution of practically all news- 
papers and magazines in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada. Thus a stan- 
dard for advertising costs is set 
up T— being the cost per inch • of 
advertising per thousand of circu- 
lation (or as they say in the nation- 
al adVertisisg field, "the milline' 
—the cost per line per million pa- 
pers). 


The ABC had its annual meet- 


ing'in Chicago last month, and the 
published report of retiring Pres- 
ident P. L. Thomson presents a 
graphic picture of America as a 
tremendous reader of news, fiction, 
and advertising. 


Mr. Thomson, speaking of the 


United States alone, for the period. 
1040-1949, pointed out that our pop- 
ulation grew from 132 millions to 
148 — a gain of 12 per cent. In the 
same period ABC newspaper cir- 
culations gained 28 per cent—rising 
from 38.5 millions to 49.5.

Magazine circulations went up 


from 94.8 to 142.5 millions — an in- 
crease of 50 per cent.

Farm publications rose from 15.2 


to 18.(i millions — a 22 per cent 
gain. 


Business papers increased 62 perl 


cent — from 2.7 to 4.5 millions. 


The total of all ABC circulations 


—newspapers, 
magazines, 
farm 


and business papers — rose from 
151.2 to 215.1 millions, a gain of 42 
per cent, as cornpared to the 12 
per cent increase in population.

ciplined, and from time 
to time 


financed by Russia. 


Attorney (Seneral McGrath 
did 


this last night as he started pro- 
ceedings to force the party to reg- 
ister under the internal, security 
net of 1950. 


Here is a brief account covering 


31 years of the Communist party 
of the United States, as condensed 
from the nearly 5,000 words 
of 


McGrath's statement: 


The party was founded 
in 
or 


about 1919. It became a member 
of the 
Communist 
Internationa 


'(Comintern). The Comintern 
has 


maintained representatives in the 
U. S. to direct and supervise the 
party. 


Since . 1919 the party has never 


knowingly deviated from the ,poli 
cies of the Russian government 
Whenever those policies conflicte 
with the U. S. position, the part 
has opposed the U. S. position. 


In or about 1929, there was a 


factional dispute within the Amer- 
ican Communist party. Stalin set- 
tled it in favor of the 
minority 


faction. The leaders of the 
ma- 


jority faction were explelled. 


The party opnosed the League 


Nations even Russia did, and re- 
versed its position when 
Russia 


did. It supported 
and 
justified 


the Soviet "purge" of 1937. 


Starting about 1935 it softened its 


attacks on democratic countries 
and 
advocated a 
united 
front 


against fascism and nazism, in ac- 
cordance with Comintern policy. 


But in 1939 it overlooked its 
op 


position to fascism 
and 
nazism 


and 
supported 
tho 
Hitler-Stalin 


pact. It •supported Russia's inva 
sion of Finland in 1939, the Rus 
sian expansion into Poland in 1939 
and the absorption of Lativia, Es 
tonia, and Lithuania in ,1940. 


The party voted'in 1940 .to disaf- 


filiate from the Comintern in or- 
c'er' to avoid registering under the 
Voorhis act, but continued under 
Comintern direction. , 


Before Hitler attacked Russia on 


June 22, 1941, the party affirma- 
tively sought, to prevent , Ameri- 
can aid to countries fighting Hit- 
ler. On that date it reversed 
its 


position, abandoned its disruptvie 
tactics, and demanded full aid to 
those countries. 
: 
, 
^ 


The party dissolved itsnlf in 194* 


and became the "Communist poli? 
tical association". But it reconsti- 
tuted itself in 1945j on instructions 
from leaders in the world Com- 
munist movement. 


Since the war, the 
party 
has 


supported Russian and Communist 
activities in the Balkans, Czecho- 
slovakia, 
Poland,' China, 
Italy, 


Germany and other countries. It 
has supported all Russian 
posi- 


tions in the United Staets. It has 
opposed the Truman d o c t r i ne, 
Marshall plan, and North Atlantic 
pact. 


When the Communist Informa- 


tion Bureau (Cominform) 
was 


formed in 1947 as a successor to 
the Comintern, the party found it 
inexpedient to become a 
formal 


member because of certain U. S. 
laws, but it has affiliated with the 
Cominform and followed its poli- 
cies. It reports to Russia and the 
Cominform, and its members are 
expelled 
or 
otherwise censured 


when they disobey orders. 


The party has received financial 


aid, 
and still receives 
it, 
from 


Russia and the 
Cominform. 
For 


example, it has received funds for 
infiltrating the American t r a d e 
union movement. The party 
has 


used many calndestine practices, 
and since 1945 was adhered strict- 
ly to a policy of secrecy — involv- 
ing party 
names, 
code 
words, 


false swearing, and the withhold- 
ing of records. 


McGrath, in his conclusion, said 


that in the event of a war 
be- 


tween the U. S. and Russia, the 
American 
Communists 
obligated 


themselves to act to defeat the 
military efforts of the U. S. and 
o aid Russia. The party 
teaches 


:s members that in 
such event 


hey must act to oment a 
civil 


war in the U. S. and establish a 
Soviet'America.
